Faculty  Members 
Send  Specimens 

More  than  300  specimens  of 
amphibian  and  reptiles,  and  more 
than  16,000  of  insects  ha^e  been 
sent  to  the  Brigham  Yo_ng  uni- 
versity zoology  department  from 
Guadalcanal  and  the  Admiralty 
Islands  by  two  BYU  faculty  mem- 
bers and  a former  student  serving 
in  the  US  armed  forces  in  the 
South  Pacific,  it  was  announced 
by  Dr.  Vasco  M.  Tanner,  profes- 
sor of  zoology  and  department 
head. 

A total  of  approximately  300 
reptiles  and  amphibian  specimens 
were  collected  on  Guadalcanal  by 
Lt.  D.  Elden  Beck,  serving  in  the 
US  army  medical  corps  in  charge 
of  a malaria  unit  in  the  Solomon 
Islands;  Corp.  Ernest  Reinschis- 
sell,  serving  in  the  photographic 
intelligence  service  of  the  US  army 
and  Technical  Sergeant  Doyle  E. 
Taylor,  serving  with  a malaria 
survey  unit  of  the  US  army. 

Dr.  Beck  and  Mr.  Reinschissell, 
on  leave  from  the  BYU  faculty 
where  they  served  as  assistant 
professor  of  zoology  amt  entomo- 
logy and  gardner  and  assistant  in

Language  Interest 
Shows  Mount 

Interest  in  classical  and  modern 
languages  occasioned  by  the  war 
jumped  the  number  of  students 
registered  in  language  classes  at 
BYU  last  quarter  to  36  per  cent 
of  the  total  registration  of  all  stu- 
dents— the  highest  enrollment  of 
language  students  in  the  history  of 
the  school,  according  to  a report 
by  Benjamin  F.  Cummings,  pro- 
fessor of  modern  and  classical 
languages  and  department  head. 

“Other  lands  and  languages 
have  come  into  the  consciousness 
of  new  students  because  of  the 
present  world  conflict,  and  there 
is  an  increased  stimulus  to  learn 
how  the  other  half  of  the  world 
speaks,”  said  Professor  Cummings. 

During  the  past  25  years,  the 
percentage  of  modern  language 
students  as  compared  with  the 
total  registration  at  BYU  has  risen 
gradually  from  8 per  cent  to  the 
36  per  cent  reported  for  the  aut- 
umn quarter. 

Because  of  increased  student 
demand  for  modern  languages, 
courses  in  beginners’  Russian  and 
beginners’  French  are  being  taught 
this  quarter.

The  other  day  a letter  from  Lt.  (jg.)  Rolfe  Peterson, 
officer  on  an  LCI  operating  near  the  French  coast,  came  to 
the  office.  In  it  he  enclosed  a clipping  from  the  Stars  and 
Stripes,  army  newspaper  published  in  England,  which  told  of 
the  braver)'  and  heroism  of  Sgt.  Dale  Rex-  Dale  took  over 
a machine  gun  after  the  first  gunner  was  killed  and  has  been 
credited  with  killing  about  300  Nazis  and  saving  the  allied 
positions  in  that  sector.  For  this  action  plus  the  one  we  men- 
tioned before  where  Dale  saved  some  of  his  buddies  trapped 
on  the  opposite  bank  of  the  Moselle  river,  he  has  been  award- 
ed the  Distinguished  Service  Cross,  second  ranking  army 
award.  Rolfe  concluded  his  letter  by  saying  that  Dale  is 
gradually  being  recognized  as  the  Allies  answer  to  V-2.  On 
the  heels  of  this  tribute  to  a friend  from  another  of  our  out- 
standing  graduates  came  the  announcement  from  the  war  de- 
partment that  Dale  was  killed  in  action  on  December  18,  1944. 

Another  bit  of  sad  news  called  to  our  attention  was  the 
report  of  the  death  of  Lt.  Bert  H.  Miller,  killed  somewhere 
in  the  Burma-India  theatre  of  operations.  Bert  was  flying  in 
an  Air  Transport  Command  and,  as,  most  of  you  know,  such 
planes  fly  unarmed.  Lt.  Miller  graduated  from  the  Y m 1942 
with  honors.  He  was  very  active  in  student  body  affairs, 
being  a member  of  Blue  Key  and  the  Viking  social  unit. 

To  attempt  to  pay  adequate  tribute  to  these  friends  would 
be  futile  for  they  have  built  their  own  shrines  by  their  lives 
of  service  in  all  things.,  We  shall  be.  proud  to  emulate  their 
ideals.

landscape  architecture  respectively. 
Mr.  Taylor  attended  BYU  in  1942- 
1943. 

Of  the  16,000  insect  specimens, 
14,000  were  collected  on  Guadal- 
canal by  the  three  men.  The  Ad- 
miralty Island  collection  consist- 
ing of  nine  reptiles  and  amphibian 
and  2,000  insect  specimens  was  sent 
to  BYU  by  Mr.  Reimschiissel  who 
was  moved  to  that  area  from 
Guadalcanal,  said  Dr.  Tanner. 

Mr.  Reinschissel  is  now  in  the 
Netherlands  East  Indies  from 
where  he  is  sending  similar  speci- 
mens. The  specimens  are  an  im- 
portant contribution  to  add  to  the 
BYU  collection  which  already  in- 
cludes more  than  11,000  reptiles 
from  various  parts  of  the  United 
States,  said  Dr.  Tanner. 

Also  included  in  the  collection 
from  Guadalcanal  are  two  live  Bea 
carinatus  or  enygrus  carinatus 
snakes,  said  Dr.  Tanner.  Miss  An- 
na Davidson  of  St.  Anthony,  Idaho, 
assistant  in  the  zoology  laboratory, 
has  assisted  in  mounting  and  pre- 
paring the  specimens. 

The  Guadalcanal  collection  in- 
cludes several  rare  and  interesting 
species  of  reptiles  and  amphibians, 
including  mona  snakes  and  tree- 
living lizards.  The  insect  collection 
is  rich  in  weavils  and  dragon  flies 
and  is  very  complete  of  the  Solo- 
man  Islands,  sad  Dr.  Tanner. 

In  addition  to  the  16,000  insect 
specimens  BYU  has  received 
through  courtesy  of  the  US  army 
sanitary  corps  entomological  de- 
partment at  Ft.  McPherson,  Fla., 
and  Dr.  Beck  a large  collection  of 
mosquitos  and  mosquito  larvae 
from  the  Solomon  Islands.  These 
specimens,  collected  by  Dr.  Beck, 
were  received  from  Major  Stanley 
J.  Carpenter  of  Ft.  McPherson. 

Careful  notes  on  the  specimens 
of  reptiles,  amphibians  and  insects 
received  from  Guadalcanal  also 
have  been  received  from  Dr.  Beck, 
said  Dr.  Tanner. 
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Archers  Praised 
For  High  Scores 

“First  year  archers  rarely  shoot 
150  points  at  20  yards  or  100 
points  at  30  yards,”  F.  D.  Stem, 
secretary  of  the  Camp  Archery  as- 
sociation of  the  United  States, 
wrote  in  a letter  congratulating 
Miss  Leona  Holbrook,  head  of  the 
women’s  physical  education  depart- 
ment, for  the  fine  score  of  her 
beginning  group  of  archers. 

Fourteen  girls  shot  scores  of 
16  points  at  20  yards,  a thing 
rarely  done;  11  shot  scores  of  100 
at  30  yards;  five  qualified  for  130 
points  at  30  yards— a thing  sel- 
dom done;  while  two  others  went 
on  to  qualify  for  160  points  at  30 
yards;  and  Ida  Whitaker,  Salt 
Lake,  hit  100  points  at  40  yards 
to  top  the  class. 

Seventy  per  cent  of  the  class 
of  20  students  did  the  thing  rarely 
done  by  first  year  archers.  All  of 
the  20  students  qualified  foi  the 
Bowman  pin  with  30  arrows  at  20 
yards,  or  130  points. 

Those  qualifying  for  the  Arch- 
er’s award  Avith  130  points  at  30 
yards  Avere  Iris  Ipsen,  Malad, 
Idaho Ida  Whitaker;  Julie  Han- 
sen, Glendale,  California;  Laurie 
I eichert,  Cokeville  Wyoming;  and 
Mary  Lou  Dixon,  Provo. 

Miss  Teichert  also  qualified  for 
the  Archer’s  gold  pin  with  160 
points  at  30  yards.
